Manager 
Gets Raise 
New Pact 


Kenneth Mahony 


Selectmen unanimously voted their 
support for Town Manager Kenneth Ma- 
hony Monday night by granting him a 
yearly raise of six and one-half percent, 
plus a negotiation allowance, for the next 
two years. 

The unanimous vote raises Mahony’s 
current base salary of $58,200 to $62,000 
for Fiscal Year 1987 (effective July 1, 
1986), and adds a $3,000 ‘‘negotiation al- 
lowance,”’ for a total of $65,000. Figures 
for FY 1988 will be $66,000 and $4,000, 
respectively, to total $70,000. 

According to selectman John Scileppi, 
who, with fellow selectman Gerry Silver- 
man, researched and recommended the 
raise, Mahony receives the ‘‘negotiation 
allowance’’ as payment for negotiating 
contracts with town department heads, a 
duty for which the town had to pay a spe- 
cialist in past years. 

Scileppi praised Mahony for his consci- 
entiousness and said that he considered 
the board’s interaction with him to rep- 
resent ‘‘a very good mix of selectmen 
and Town Manager.” 

Chairman William Dalton also deliv- 
ered a report—which he hoped would be- 
come a tradition for future board 
chairmen—on his year of working with 
Mahony. He commended the Town Man- 
ager for his ‘‘extraordinary leadership.”’ 
He also noted that, although Mahony

Carol Byrne filled out the nursery 
school registration forms for her three- 
year-old son Michael the morning she re- 
ceived them in the mail. Then, after Mi- 
chael and his little brother Alex woke 
from their naps, she bundled them into 
her car and drove off to hand-deliver the 
completed application to the director of 
Learning, Loving and Living (known as 
L.L.L.) Preschool, Inc., of Andover. 

When she reached her destination, 
Byrne discovered that all the openings 
had been filled. Michael Byrne is now 
fourth on L.L.L.’s waiting list. 

To the small group of other parents in 
Carol Byrne’s family room, Byrne’s 
plight is all too familiar. They, too, have 
experienced problems placing their chil- 
dren in nursery school; they are here to 
discuss them. 

Janet Hosmer, Byrne’s friend and the 
director of L.L.L., leans forward in her 
chair. ‘“‘We’ve reached a new level of 
competitiveness this year,’’ she says. 
“Last year, many parents hand-deliv- 
ered their applications.”’ She smiles rue- 
fully. ‘‘This year, some of them realized 
that they could get a head start by saving 
the time it takes to get them in the mail. 
They called the post office and had them 
hold the applications for them; then they 
picked them up and brought them in di- 
rectly to my house.”’ 

The stories abound: A mother calls 
five nursery schools to place her three- 
year-old; each has a waiting list. A des- 
perate parent pays non-refundable regis- 
tration fees of $15 to $20 each for the 
privilege of waiting in line for an opening 
at three preschools. One mother simulta- 
neously fills out applications for two of 
her children—one, for her teenager, to 
Phillips Academy; one, for her three- 
year-old, for nursery school. Only the 
older one is accepted. 

As of this writing, all but four of And- 
over’s 13 official nursery schools have

waiting lists tor next fall in all age 
groups—and registration has just begun. 
Of the four exceptions, three have a few 
Openings in selected, usually younger, 
categories; they expect to fill them soon. 
The fourth is a new afternoon session at 
the YMCA; officials say that the session 
really hasn’t been publicized. 

According to the Childcare Circuit, a 
Lawrence-based locater for area day- 
care and nursery school services, other 
towns such as North Andover, North 
Reading, Reading and Lawrence, are 
also feeling the preschool space pinch. 

Unlike Andover, these towns have rela- 
tively few nursery schools in proportion 
to their populations. North Andover has 
only seven nursery schools, while Read- 
ing has five; both towns are smaller than 
Andover by less than 6,000 (based on 1980 
census figures, which list Andover’s pop- 
ulation at 26,370). Lawrence, more than 
twice Andover’s size, has three pre- 
schools (including Headstart). North 
Reading, half the size of Andover, has 
four. 

Andover’s supply-and-demand picture 
is somewhat different from its neigh- 
bors. Combined, Andover’s 13 preschools 
serve approximately 550 children, rang- 
ing in age from two years, nine months, 
to six years of age—but mostly in the 
three- to four-year-old bracket. 

According to the town census, there 
were 321 three-year-olds and 312 four- 
year-olds in Andover last year. 

Given that some of these children did 
not go to nursery school, or used, in- 
stead, such ‘‘drop-in’’ programs as the 
library story hour, or went to preschools 
outside the town, 550 available spaces 
would not seem to present a real crisis 
for 633 youngsters. 

But, as any preschooler’s mother will 
attest, the picture is more complicated. 

Some—though relatively few—children 
from other towns attend Andover’s pre-

schools. Also, tor reasons to be discussed 
later, some of Andover’s five-year-olds 
(numbering 363 in the 1985 census )—and 
even six-year-olds—are still in nursery 
school. 

Another key factor in the shortage 
seems to be the character of the town 
itself. 

The 1980 U.S. Census sets the median 
household income of Andover at $27,256, 
and indicates that 41 percent of the 
town’s adult population has graduated 
from college. Both statistics—but espe- 
cially the second—are substantially 
higher than figures for the towns listed 
above. 

As an affluent, well-educated suburb, 
Andover has a reputation for placing a 
heavy emphasis on education. In other 
words, to many local parents, school— 
and even nursery school—can be serious 
business. 

‘Why do parents put their kids in pre- 
school?’’ The speaker, who asks not to be 
identified, speculates, ‘‘Talking to paren- 
ts, they say it’s for the social experience 
for the kid. But you know Andover—I 
think many parents are into the compet- 
itive mode.”’ 

Janet Hosmer leans forward. ‘‘I have 
to tell you my story.”’ Her eyes twin-

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Taverns Focus Of Lecture

Early New England taverns are the focus of 
the Andover Historical Society’s annual Memo- 
rial Lecture by Strawbery Bank’s James D. Cof- 
fey on Thursday, March 13, at 8 p.m. at the West 
Elementary School auditorium. 

The public is invited to this yearly event which 
honors deceased members of the society who 
have made major contributions to the society’s 
goals. Admission is free. 

New England taverns played an important 
role in Colonial society, providing a place where 
one could eat, drink, spend the night, gamble, 
discuss politics, pick up the stage coach, hear a 
discourse on electricity and view exotic animals 
from around the world. 

Strawbery Banke Museum in Portsmouth, 
N.H., is beginning a resotration project of one 
such tavern. The William Pitt Tavern, built by 
John Stavers in 1766, operated as an inn for 
more than 30 years. Not only could Stavers pro- 
vide food, drink and entertainment, but it was 
also a Tory stronghold during the beginning of 
the Revolutionary War. The restoration, which 
is sechduled to begin this spring, prompted a 
great deal of architectural and historical re- 
search, providing the foundation for this lecture. 


Coffee is director of interpretation at Strawb- 
ery Banke, the early name for Portsmouth. He 
has been an interpreter and lead teacher in the 
museum education department at Old Stur- 
bridge Village. 

The Andover Historical Society is a non-proft, 
educational institution open to members and the 
public.

The emphasis of the program 
is on academic excellence. Strict academic 
guidelines require the students to maintain high 
grade point averages and to enroll in primarily 
college preparatory courses. Supervision is pro- 
vided by Patty and Barry McCloskey, who have 
been resident directors for the past three years.

kling, she tells of taking her own young- 
est child~she is a mother of three—to a 
local YMCA program for toddlers, some 
of whom were as young as 18 months. ‘‘I 
just wanted my child to have a chance to 
run around in the gym,” she says. 

When the class instructors attempted 
to corral the children into a circle on the 
floor, Hosmer confronted them about 
this seemingly misplaced attempt at 
structuring a free exercise period. 

‘The staff said that it was unfortunate 
that we didn’t want to go along with 
this,’’ she said. ‘“‘They said if we didn’t, 
our kids wouldn’t be ready for PRE- 
SCHOOL.” 

Parents laugh—but it is a knowing 
laugh. 

They discuss their own motives. There 
are murmurs of agreement when Carol 
Byrne says, ‘‘I’m looking for my kid to 
be a kid. I want him to play with other 
kids, learn a few songs—I just feel he'll 
miss out on a good chance for socializa- 
tion without nursery school.”’ 

Although nursery school directors 
agree that most of their clients attend for 
the social experience, many will admit 
usually off the record—that some paren- 
ts do place their preschoolers’ education 
in the ‘‘competitive mode.’’ Says Susan 
Rosenberger of West Parish Nursery 
School, ‘‘Some parents feel that their 
children will lose something if they don’t 
have nursery school. It’s like, ‘I feel that 
my child has to be in school now—at 
three—because everybody I know has 
their children in preschool.’ ”’ 

In seeming contradiction to this stereo- 
type, most Andover preschool directors 
say that their programs primarily pro- 
vide a social experience, rather than 
academics such as reading and number 
work. 

And most parents, they say, seem to 
accept such a philosophy at the nursery 
school level. But, according to Linea 
Gershenberg, director of Andover’s Ear- 
ly Childhood Learning Center at 
Shawsheen, the ‘‘competitive mode’ is 
alive and thriving at the kindergarten 
level. ‘‘It’s very common to this subur- 
ban type of community we’ve become to 
have parents who really want their chil- 
dren to achieve,”’ she says. 

Some parents of would-be nursery 
school students feel that the ‘‘compet- 
itive mode’’ has dealt them a double- 
whammy. Not only do some parents send 
children off early to seize nursery school 
slots, they charge; they hold their kin- 
dergarten-aged children in nursery 
school for an extra year to give them 
some kind of ‘‘edge.”’ 

As mentioned previously, there are 
five-year-olds in  Andover’s nursery 
schools. Some have turned five in mid- 
year, well before Andover’s kindergart- 
en cut-off date of Sept. 1. For others, the 
school system has recommended, after 
testing, that they take an additional year 
before entering kindergarten. 

Most parents grant these children a le- 
gitimate claim to the nursery school 
seats they occupy. 

It’s a third group—children held back 
by parents without, or in spite of, school 
entry testing—that spells frustration for 
parents of wait-listed children. 

“This year,”’ says Janet Hosmer, ‘I 
think that every kid in our program who 
has a summer birthday is staying in 
nursery school.”’ 

Why? Someone suggests that some 
parents do not consider their five-year- 
olds ready for kindergarten. Suellen 
Robinson, a mother of three whose 
youngest is now in kindergarten, coun-

ters, “I don’t think the problem is kin- 
dergarten; I think it’s first grade.” 

There exists, someone speculates, a 
chasm-like gap between Andover’s kin- 
dergarten (which, adds another, is more 
like a nursery school) and first grade. 

Robinson tells of a friend who feels 
that the first-grade work given her child 
(which includes hhomework—the mention 
of which brings grim nods from parents) 
is too advanced for the child’s skills. The 
child has been struggling. 

After a change of teachers, she adds, 
the child seems to be doing better—but 
his parents are not sure that he will pass 
to grade two next year. 

Another parent, Gerry Anson, says 
that she knows of cases where parents 
have held their children in nursery 
school, kindergarten or Readiness be- 
cause “‘even though their child might be 
ready...they hold the child back because 
they fear the unfair competition against 
older children in first grade.”’ 

Statistics from Andover’s Early Child- 
hood Learning Center place the number 
of kindergarten-aged children held back 
from kindergarten at 10 to 20 per year—a 
figure that director Gershenberg says 
has remained relatively constant over 
time. Of these “hold-outs,”’ she esti- 
mates, approximately half are kept back 
by parents without preschool testing. Of 
the tested, half who stayed back—11 pre- 


of being regiistered but facing stiff competition for the avail-

schoolers last year—only five did so on 
the recommendation of school officials. 

The approximate 20 ‘‘hold-outs’”’ ac- 
counts for about six percent of this 
year’s 338 kindergarten students. They 
would occupy only 20 preschool seats 
town-wide—not a huge number. 

Added to this, however, are a number 
of seats held by false ‘“‘hold-outs.” Be- 
cause the school system runs pre-kinder- 
garten testing after nursery school 
registration, some parents re-register 
their children as a hedge against the pos- 
sibility that they will not test at kinder- 
garten level. 

The retention picture changes once a 
child enters kindergarten in Andover. 

Last year, says Gershenberg, only one 
non-special-needs child was counseled to 
repeat kindergarten. 

After kindergarten, however, 36 were 
placed in Readiness. 

A full-day pre-first-grade program, 
Readiness is open to children who, upon 
finishing kindergarten, are identified by 
testing (and/or teacher recommenda- 
tion) as being not quite ready for grades- 
chool. 

Begun in fall of 1978, the Readiness 
program enjoys universal support 
among Andover grade school principals, 
who say that it, coupled with the recent 
shift in the five-year-old birthday cut-off 
date for kindergarten entry (from Jan. 1 


to Sept. 1), have signiticantly decreased 
grade-school retentions. ‘‘We call it ‘a 
gift of time’,’”’ says South School’s Jade 
Auger. 

Linnea Gershenberg feels that Read- 
iness increases a child’s self-confidence, 
and that a Readiness child who more 
fully prepared for the demands of school 
and more committed to education than 
one who has to struggle to keep up with 
peers who are developmentally ‘“‘older.’’ 

Readiness is not without its critics, 
however. 

The choice to retain a child at any level 
belongs, ultimately, to the parents; 
Gershenberg admits that it is not an easy 
one. ‘‘Parents are wanting to be so per- 
fect these days,” she says; they feel 
pressure to make the right choice for 
their child’s future. Some parents of chil- 
dren referred to Readiness feel that And- 
over’s school system plays off this 
pressure—which is not unmixed with 
guilt—to ‘‘sell’’ them the program. Says 
one mother, ‘It was subtle—but after 
speaking to people at the Center and at 
the grade school, I came away feeling 
that my child would be a junkie in high 
school if I ‘pushed him’ into first grade, 
even though he tested at that level.’’ 

In the final analysis, the mother adds, 
her child had enjoyed and thrived in the 
program. But she’s still not sure he 
needed it—or that she would have been 
given the recommendation to begin with 
in a town other than Andover. 

On the other hand, another mother, 
faced with the decision, opted to place 
her twin girls in first grade. She is now 
having second thoughts. 

Marcia Carrier’s girls—who have late 
summer birthdays—have been strug- 
gling in the first grade at Sanborn, she 
says. They have also been having night- 
mares. Carrier is considering retaining 
the girls in first grade next year. 

But she hesitates, because she feels 
that, if her husband were to be trans- 
ferred to another state, ‘‘I think they’d 
be fine in any other school system.”’ 

Conversely, Patti Shepard’s daughter 
Carrie, a kindergarten classmate of the 
Carrier twins, is now in Readiness—and 
Shepard says, “I could not be more 
pleased.’’ She adds that she wishes that 
she had sent an older child to the pro- 
gram; his August birthday makes him 
the youngest child in his third-grade 
class—a position he says he hates. 

Like many parents, Shepard feels that 
there is a pronounced gap between kin- 
dergarten and first grade, but that Read- 
iness fills the need for children who, like 
Carrie, are not equipped to bridge it easi- 
ly. Andover’s system is rigorous but, 
compared to that of San Francisco, 
where she used to live, she says, ‘‘Some 
of the things they’re doing here, they 
could have only done in a private school 
there.”’ 

Some Andover parents charge that 
Readiness has “gotten out of propor- 
tion’’; it has, in effect, created a new 
grade. Gershenberg counters that argu- 
ment by noting that the Readiness pro- 
gram has always been limited to 36 
students, even though the kindergarten 
population that feeds has been rising 
Steadily (from 256 in 1981 to 338 this 
year). 

Grace Jamison, who has taught Kin- 
dergarten in Andover for 16 years, adds, 
‘In my opinion, we could use more 
Readiness in this town; we could fill an- 
other class without even looking back.”’ 

Jamison agrees, somewhat, that And- 
over’s kindergarten might appear to be 
no more than an extension of the town’s 
nursery schools—but only because offi- 
cials from a number of those nurserys 
have used kindergarten classes as a

model for their own curricula. 

A first grade teacher who has also 
taught kindergarten here for seven years 
agrees with Jamison. ‘‘Nursery school 
has crowded into the kindergarten 
area,” she says. ‘‘Now, many parents in 
Andover would like kindergarten to 
crowd into the first grade area.”’ 

Both she and Jamison feel that And- 
over’s kindergarten program is sound. 
“Kindergarten should be a year of explo- 
ration and personal growth,” em- 
phasizes Jamison. 

Of the first grade, Jamison says, ‘‘Per- 
sonally, I feel that it should slow down a 
little. They give them a lot in first grade 
here, then they slow down in second.” 
She says that she would prefer to see 
more use of ‘concrete’ materials—ob- 
jects which can be manipulated by the 
children for the sake of learning—in lieu 
of pencil and paper. 

In spite of her personal reservations 
about the program, Jamison feels that 
the system does work. She also praises 
the teaching staff that implements it as 
being extraordinarily talented. ‘‘I think 
that what needs to be said for Andover is 
that the teachers here give 200 percent,” 
she says, and that they are very support- 
ive of the needs of students in the early 
elementary grades. 

Like Jamison, the first grade teacher 
interviewed would prefer to see less use 
of pencil and paper in first grade. But, 
she adds, her teaching experience at 
both grade levels has made her aware 
that, in spite of the misgivings of many 
kindergarten teachers, first grade stu- 
dents can handle the curriculum. ‘‘The 
(first grade) program has very different 
objectives,’ she explains. ‘‘Sometimes 
that means pushing children more than 
the kindergarten people think they 
should be pushed.” The majority of chil- 
dren, she says, do succeed. 

Parental pressure, she adds, is a very 
large factor behind the sophistication of 
the first grade system. She finds that the 
“competitive mode”’ in Andover even 
drives parents to berate a child’s report 
card grade of ‘‘3.” ‘‘Parents here often 
equate the numbers with ‘A, B and C,’” 
she says. ‘‘That’s not the way it works. A 
‘3’ is a very good mark in Andover.”’ Is 
the school system unhealthy for chil- 
dren? No, says the teacher, ‘‘I don’t 
think that school does things to children; 
that’s a common misconception. I think 
it’s the atmosphere in the home that can 
do it.” For many Andover parents, the 
push to achieve and compete begins in 
nursery school, she says, and a spirit of 
one-upsmanship exists that permeates 
virtually every aspect of a child’s life. 

Linnea Gershenberg sees early paren- 
tal pressure on young children to make 
high grades. It is not only unfair, she 
says, but misplaced. Citing data on 
adults who are professionally successful, 
she says that there is often little correla- 
tion between top-notch grades in school 
and success in later life. 

Rick Irving, who serves as a psycholo- 
gist at Bancroft School, does not feel that 
schools in Andover are beyond the 
skills—or psychological well-being—of 
their students. ‘‘I would characterize the 
curriculum as having an enormous 
amount of content,”’ he says. ‘‘There’s a 
lot that kids have to learn.’’ But, for the 
most part, those who would learn, do, he 
says. And for children who have trouble 
with the curriculum, he adds, ‘‘The sys- 
tem seems to be very willing to provide 
services so that the kids don’t fall flat.”’ 

Many school officials feel that the 
much-touted ‘‘gap”’ between kindergart- 
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en and first grade is largely philosoph- 
ical. The programs are different; 
kindergarten is developmental in focus 
(i.e.: it distinguishes between a child’s 
chronological age and the age at which 
he or she actually functions). First 
grade, where a child traditionally learns 
to read and use numbers, is more aca- 
demic. 

Kindergarten is also a half-day pro- 
gram; first grade is a whole day. The 
first grade teacher who was interviewed 
recognizes that that factor can be diffi- 
cult for a first grader just beginning 
school. She, personally, would like to see 
a more gradual introduction to first 
grade—perhaps a half-day program for 
the first few weeks. ‘“‘The children are 
sometimes physically exhausted at the 
end of a long day,’”’ she says. Parents 
often compound the burden, she adds, by 
keeping their children up late, or by en- 
rolling them in outside programis and 
classes after school. ‘I feel that school is 
enough for a first grader,” the teacher 
says firmly. 

As most parents realize, even first- 
graders have homework. The teacher 
concedes that it is school committee poli- 
cy—but that, in first grade, “It’s seldom 
more than 10 to 15 minutes per week.” 

West Elementary principal Jack Coyle 
agrees that the jump from kindergarten 
to first grade can be ‘‘heavy at times. 
But not heavy,” he adds, ‘“‘for the chil- 
dren that are ready.”’ 

Furthermore, says Coyle, ‘‘in a lot of 
other places, their kindergarten is not 
developmental—it’s academic.”’ Instead 
of allowing the growth permitted by And- 
over’s system, he says, such kindergart- 
ens push a child even earlier into an 
academic system for which the child 
might not be ready. 

Coyle adds that the school system is 
working to soften the transition from kin- 
dergarten to first; this year, in fact, it is 
piloting a new first-grade program to 
meet the needs of children who have dif- 
ficulty with Andover’s phonetic reading 
program. 

Agrees Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools Lois Haslam, ‘‘At times in the 
past, we have moved children too rapidly 
to paper and pencil—but we are working 
assiduously to see to it that the transition 
is not so difficult.” The school system, 
she says, must continually strike a bal- 
ance between parents who place a high 
premium on academics and those who 
bridle at the real or perceived difficulty 
of the curriculum. 

As the parents in Carol Byrne’s family 
room indicate, many parents feel that 
first graders must be older to handle the 
high content of their curriculum. West’s 
Coyle estimates that average entry age 
of first graders at his school might be 
approximately six-and-one-half years. It 
has risen somewhat over the past few 
years, he concedes—but primarily be- 
cause of the Sept. 1 birthday cut-off and 
the Readiness program. As mentioned 
previously, these changes have also low- 
er the rate of retention in gradeschool, 
he says. 

Some picture of the age and composi- 
tion of Andover’s first grade classes can 
be gained by combining figures for kin- 
dergarten and first-grade retention (14 
last year, according to school officials) 
with those for pre-school ‘‘holdouts”’ (20) 
and the Readiness population (36). Alto- 
gether, these indicate that roughly 70 
children, or about 20 percent of a first- 
grader class of roughly 340 students 
could be a year, or more, older than 
those who comply with the cut-off date. 

How does this compare with statistics 
from other towns? It is difficult to make 
comparisons; there are many variables. 


For one thing, few other towns that are 
educationally and economically similar 
to Andover have a Sept. 1 school entry 
cut-off. Also, few have ready access to 
preschool ‘‘hold-out” statistics. To fur-! 
ther complicate the comparison, surpris- 
ingly few similar towns have a 
Readiness program—which accounts for 
more than half of Andover’s ‘“‘hold- 
backs.” 

Of a number of towns polled, Chelms- 
ford has certain similarities—in econom- 
ic level, number of schools, student 
population and entry date (Oct. 1). It 
also has a Readiness program, but only 
in one of its four elementary schools. _ 

In Chelmsford, kindergarten and first 
grade retentions, plus the town’s 34 
Readiness students, accounted for ap- 
proximately 99 ‘‘hold-backs”’ last year— 
or about 25 percent of the first grade pop- 
ulation of nearly 400. Although they could 
not supply preschool figures, officials 
felt that preschool ‘‘hold-outs” were min- 
imal. 

To show how widely different school 
systems can vary, in the town of Bed- 


ford, which is smaller by half than And- 
over but more similar in income and 
education level than Chelmsford, school 
officials estimate that approximately 
eight percent repeat kindergarten or 
first grade. Bedford has no Readiness, 
and preschool ‘‘holdbacks’” are esti- 
mated to be very few. 

In short, the statistics do not fully ex- 
plain Andover’s lack of nursery school 
space. The issue is a complicated one, 
and airing it will still not set a chair at a 
nursery school table for children of the 
parents gathered in Carol Byrne’s family 
room. 

But, perhaps, they and other parents in 
a similar predicament might find some 
small comfort in the words of Charlotte 
Flynn, co-director of the St. Augustine 
Enrichment Program—an afternoon ses- 
sion for children who are post-nursery 
school and pre-kindergarten: ‘After 
three months, it’s very hard for us to tell 
the children that have had nursery 
school before coming here from the ones 
who haven’t. They catch up.”

Design Day A Success 


Excitement and enthusiasm were definitely in the air on 
Design Day at Bancroft School. Robert Leathers, ar- 
chitect of Ithaca, N.Y., and the students worked on a de- 
sign fro the new playground. 

The committee got an early start on Thursday morning 
looking over the school site, reviewing the day’s schedule, 
discussing the playground content and measuring the 180’ 
x 150’ proposed site. 

Leathers and his assistant, Rosemary Roukes, met with 
students throughout the day to review their drawings of 
the ideal playground. Leathers felt ‘children are the se- 
cret to this project. After all, the playground is for them, 
so they should know what should be included.” After 
meeting with all the students and gathering ideas, he pro- 
ceeded to draw a rough schematic design. 

Later he met with the children’s committee, a group of 
students selected at random from each loft to work with 
the adult committee and who will hold various projects to 
benefit the playground. Total involvement of students and 
adults is stressed for a successful project. Children have 
expressed what they felt should be included in the play- 
ground, from wanting forts, curly slide, slide poles, swing- 
ing bridges, tire mazes, lookout towers, picnic tables, 
amphitheater and a handicap ramp and a section design 
for handicap use. A second amphitheater, built sepa- 
rately, was also proposed that would seat 400-500 and 
would be used for various functions, including plays, sixth 
grade graduation, clown performances or community 
functions. 

Leathers and Roukes met with the committee later in 
the day to discuss the duties of each committee and the 
proposed ideas, followed by a pot luck dinner. 

A gathering of between 500-600 people were on hand for 
the 7:30 p.m. slide presentation. Mrs. Iora Alexander, 
principal, made a few opening remarks and introduced 
Peter Prudden and Luke Pfeifle, coordinators for the 
playground.

Freesia 


A native of Africa, the freesia is 
named for a 19th century student of 
plants from that part of the world, Frie- 
drich Freese. 

The original freesia was a rather plain 
flower, but during a 30-year period in the 
20th century, plant breeders developed 
freesias with taller, more graceful stems 
and more abundant and layered blooms. 

The modern freesia comes in an array 
of colors, including pure white, red, pink, 
mauve, lavender, blue, cream, yellow 
and copper. 

When shopping for freesias, look for 
stems with lots of buds and with maybe 
only one flower in bloom. 

At home, cut the stems on an angle 
with a sharp knife. 

Arrange in shallow, tepid water con- 
taining a floral preservative. Only about 
one-third of the stem length should be 
under water. 

To help increase the life of the flowers, 
remove aging florets from the stems so 
they don’t affect the entire bloom.

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Bishop Methodios Will Visit 
Lawrence Church On Sunday 


Greek Orthodox Bishop of Boston Methodios will cele- 
brate the Divine Liturgy at Sts. Constantine and Helen 
Church in Lawrence on Sunday, March 9, when the com- 
munity will observe Fr. George Karahalios’ 30th anniver- 
sary of ordination to the priesthood and his 15th year as 
pastor of the Lawrence community. Orthros will begin at 
9:30 a.m. and the Divine Liturgy at 10:30 a.m. The Byzan- 
tine Choir of Lowell, under the direction of Dr. Chrisos, J. 
Bentas, will sing the responses. 

This celebration in honor of Fr. Karahalios is one of 
many activities the community is sponsoring this year, the 
d0th anniversary of its establishment. The parishioners of 
Sts. Constantine and Helen have embarked on the building 
of a new church on the site of the former Doyle Lumber 
Company in Andover. ‘‘Faith and Initiative” is the slogan 
which the Greek Orthodox community of Lawrence and 
surrounding towns will seek to meet as they make plans to 
begin construction later this spring. 

Immediately following the Divine Liturgy, Fr. Karaha- 
lios will be honored at a special reception in the commu- 
nity’s hall, according to Elaine Kevgas, chairman of the 
anniversary celebration for the pastor. 

The Rev. Dr. George Karahalios has been serving the 
Greek Orthodox Community of Sts. Constantine and Helen 
in Lawrence since 1971. He is also associate professor of 
philosophy at Hellenic Colege and the director of The Holy 
Cross Greek Orthodox School of Theology Alumni Associa- 
tion. His Grace Bishop Methodios of Boston appointed Fr. 
Karahalios chancellor of the diocese, which encompasses 
the five New England states, on September 1, 1984. 

A native of Athens, Greece, Fr. Karahalios was or- 
dained to the diaconate on March 11, 1956, and to the pries- 
thood on March 24, 1957. A graduate of Holy Cross Greek 
Orthodox School of Theology, he also holds degrees from 
Boston University (S.T.M.) and the University of Heidel- 
berg, Germany (Ph.D. in Philosophy). His areas of inter- 
est and expertise are New Testament theology and the 
Greek classics. 

Fr. Karahalios has been the Spiritual Father of The 
Holy Trinity Church in Lowell and the New Hampshire 
parishes of Concord, Laconia and Franklin. He has also 
served as chaplain at the state hospital prison and school 
in Laconia, N.H. Throughout his ministry, Fr. Karahalio 
has exhibited superb administrative qualities with suc- 
cessful fund-raising a major aspect of his accomplish- 
ments. He has been instrumental in planning programs to 
promote and project the Greek language. 

Fr. Karahalios has served as acting dean of Helienic 
College and on various academic and administrative com- 
mittees of the college and Holy Cross Greek Orthodox 
School of Theology. He is the author of various articles,

North Reading resident, Marie Stultz, will have the 
world premiere of her ‘“‘Maiden of Edo,” op. 6, for flute, 
harp and voice on March 10 at 8 p.m. in The Boston Con- 
servatory Theatre. 

The song cycle will be premiered by Mary Saunders of 
Manchester, soprano, with Ruth Emanuel, harp, and Lois 
Cornils, flute, both Boston residents. Other members of 
the ensemble in this chamber music performance are flut- 
ist Heidi Baxter of Winchester, clarinetist Katherine Ri- 
deout of Marblehead and bassoonist Don Bravo of Natick. 

‘Maiden of Edo”’ is a five-movement song cycle woven 
out of the fabric of Japanese legends. The reference to 
Edo, the ancient name for Tokyo, suggests the classic 
origins of the texts. The story tells of a maiden who, after 
the death of her samurai father, had to become a Geisha 
to support herself and her mother. A skilled lutenist, flut- 
ist and dancer, she was highly admired. However, after 
she fell in love, she was thrown out of the geisha house 
with her faithful servant into a life of poverty. She experi- 
ences bitterness and destitution, yet she has fantasies 
about the return of her beloved. She commits suicide in 
final disillusion and despair.

Energy Fund 
Continues 
Increase 


Massachusetts Electric Company, 20 other 
state utilities and four Bay State mayors urged 
Massachusetts citizens to take advantage of 
more than $350,000 that is available to pay en- 
ergy bills.

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Textbook Budget Debated 


By Lisa Waterman 


Textbooks were at issue in this year’s 
annual school budget, drawing opinions 
from teachers who gathered to observe 
final budget negotiations during And- 
over’s School Committee meeting on 
Tuesday evening. 

The School Committee is requesting 
$60,000 for the replacement of textbooks 
in this year’s school budget. 

The $60,000 would be spread over ap- 
proximately 5,000 students within And- 
over’s school system. 

‘‘We are dealing with school books at 
the high school level that are decrepit 
and dilapidated.”’ Chris Keffler, English 
and Public Speeking teacher at the high 


school said. ** ‘Ihe sum of $60,000 dollars 
in not equitable.” 

The Andover school system is spending 
less than half of the national average to- 
ward replacement of text books, accord- 
ing to School Committee Chairman 
Donald Robb. 

‘“‘We have a replacement schedule for 
books whose copyright date is over five 
years old.”” Supt. Kenneth Seifert said. 
“If we are not keeping pace and using 
school books that state, ‘‘that we will 
some day get to the moon,”’ I want to be 
informed of it. 

Keffler, qualified who statement and

School Committee. 

‘I don’t think we are really addressing 
ourselves,’ Supt. Kenneth Seifert said. 
‘‘Whether we want to admit it or not we 
are in a competitive marketplace, not 
suggesting one to compete educationally 
but graduates do compete. Either we are 
going to be serious about it and apply 


risk capital or maybe we better patch up 
the system. We are not keeping pace.” 
In 1983, the town voted to provide $190,- 
000 to upgrade the computer system and 
include the addition of micro-computers. 
Available sums of money could not be 
found during the next two years to con- 
tinue the three-phase process to upgrade 


the town and school computer system, 
according to school administrators. 


The $75,000 will be used for printers 
and more storage capacity, disks, a laser 
scanner for the high school and to mod- 
ernize school system and administration 
office equipment. 


Place Seventh In Decathlon 


Andover took seventh place in the 
state’s Academic Decathlon held at the 
Cambridge Rindge and Latin School, 
Cambridge, on Saturday, Feb. 8. and 
brought home six winning medals. 

The Andover contenders made the first 
round in a decathlon that tested brain, 
not brawn, in a contest that was spon- 
sored by World Book Encyclopedia. 

The six members of Andover’s Aca- 
demic Decathalon team competed in 
written and oral tests in Economy, Im- 
pressionism, World War II, Math, Sci- 
ence, and Literature. 

The team was not made of elitist stu- 
dents, team coach Ruby Easton said. ‘‘It 
was comprised of two students with an A 
average, two with a B average and two 
with a C average.”

Several dissertations in this space have asked 
where all the funds are going that have been fun- 
nelling into the town treasury through user fees, 
increased permit fees, additional revenue from 
continued industrial and residential devel- 
opment, etc. 

There has never been an answer, simply an 
occasional reply from an individual sélectman, 
explaining the whys and wherefores of municipal 
operations. 

But the action of selectmen this week certainly 
gives some indication of why we need new reve- 
nues- --to keep pace with corporate giants in 
rewarding our administrators. 

Monday night, selectmen not only renewed the 
contract for the town manager but also awarded 
him, Kenneth Mahony, a six-plus percent salary 
increase, bringing his annual reward for faithful 
service to $65,000. 

The Governor of the Commonwealth is paid 
$79,000. 

So now we know why all this additional funding 
is necessary. 

This is not to say that the manager is not doing 
a decent job in administering the town, nor that 
he should be overlooked when the matter of an- 
nual salary review is undertaken. 

But, it would seem that there should be a more 
reasonable increase in compensation than the 
one handed out Monday night. Along with the new 
contract and salary increase was the proviso that 
the salary rate would go to $70,000 a year hence. 


Included in the new salary provisions is a $3,000 
reward for negotiating with department heads. 

Such negotiation should be the easiest of all. 
The administrator simply tells the department 
head he or she is doing a good or a bad job and 
the salary next will be such and such. Any dissat- 
isfaction registered could very readily be accom- 
panied by a see you later, the job will be 
advertised in the morning. 

The manager has assistants, purchasing 
agents, personnel administrators, department 
heads, etc. It is a far cry from the original orga- 
nizational chart provided Andover citizens who 
opted for the manager system some 25 or more 
years ago, even granting that times have 
changed and the town and responsibilities have 
increased. 

This action having been taken, one can safely 
say that within a period of a few months adjust- 
ments will be made to the salary of another ad- 
ministrator, namely the superintendent of 
schools. 

His salary was increased to $65,000 this past 
year, which puts him in a dead heat with the town 
manager. No school committee has ever stood for 
that since the inception of the new charter in 1958. 

So can one anticipate a new salary rate of prob- 
ably $72,000 for that position just to insure that 
the manager doesn’t get too far ahead? 

Is it any wonder no one wants to run for these 
jobs anymore. After all, how can one hope to keep 
up the pace of rewarding excellence.

‘‘Safe Roads Act”’ 


A question I hear frequently: ‘‘What is state 
government going to do about drunk driving?’’ 
An intensive three-year effort to fight drunk 
driving has shown some success. However, it 
has also highlighted shortcomings in our laws 
that must be corrected if we are to make signifi- 
cant headway in eliminating 
this tragedy. 

For all the increased en- 
forcement and education cam- 
paigns, we still read daily 
about shameful personal trage- } 
dies often caused by repeat of- 
fenders. Our present laws, due 
to vague and inexact defi- 
nitions, allow for loopholes and 
difficulty in identifying repeat 
offenders. 


“The Safe Roads Act,’’ submitted by the Gov- 
ernor and soon to be considered by the House, 
clarifies the law and simplifies prosecution by 
relying solely on Breathalyzer readings. If this 
bill becomes law, driving with a .10 or more 
blood alcohol content will be a crime. Period. No 
longer will the prosecution have to ‘‘prove’’ a 
driver is under the infuence. This provision rec- 
ognizes the overwhelming medical and scientif- 
ic evidence that, although different individuals 
with different body weights must consume dif- 
ferent amounts of alcohol to reach .10, all driv- 
ers are impared at .10 and have lost at least a 
quartter of their normal driving ability. 


Furthermore, prosecutors will have seven 
days to investigate previous offenses and ‘‘pa- 
per certification’’ of prior offenses will be allow- 
ed. These provisions will help insure that 
multiple offenders are charged and sentenced 
appropriately. 


The ‘‘Safe Roads Act’’ closes other loopholes 
and increases penalties related to drunk driving, 
particularly when bodily injury is caused. For 
example, weekend sentences for drunk drivers 
will be eliminated and suspended sentences will 
be almost impossible to obtain. 


Finally, a small but significant section of this 
bill makes victims’ compensation available for 
the first time to drunk driving victims. The no- 
tion of victims’ rights and compensation is gain- 
ing favor in legislatures and courts. By 
including it in this bill, we are making a 
statement about the seriousness of this crime. 


The ‘‘Safe Road Act’’ has united a diverse 
group of supporters, and I do not expect serious 
controversy when this bill reaches the House 
floor. Nevertheless, I am interested in com- 
ments from those who work with these laws on a 
daily basis as to what effect these changes will 
have on public safety.

Many undoubtedly will 
get out to vote on the fluoridation issue which has become 
the liveliest issue of the campaign. 

Sidney P. White, a long-time member of the town gov- 
ernment, is trying to unseat one of the two Selectmen. 
James D. Wilson and Phillip K. Allen.

MONDAY, THE TWENTY-FOURTH DAY OF MARCH, 1986 
at 8:00 o’clock A.M. to act upon the following articles: 


ARTICLE 1. To elect a Moderator for one year, two Selectmen for three years, two 
members of the School Committee for three years, one member of the Andover Hous- 
ing Authority for five years, and any other Town Officers required by law to be 
elected by ballot. 

All the above candidates to be voted for on one ballot. The polls will be open from 
8:00 o’clock A.M. to 8:00 o’clock P.M. 

After the final action on the preceding Article One, the said meeting shall stand 
adjourned by virtue of Chapter 39, Section 20 of the Massachusetts General Laws, to 
April 7, 1986, at 7:00 P.M., at the J. Everett Collins Center for the Performing Arts on 
Shawsheen Road, then and there to begin acting upon articles that follow in this 
warrant. 

ARTICLE 2. To elect all other officers not required by law to be elected by ballot. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Town Treasurer, with the 
approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the 
revenue of the financial year beginning July 1, 1986, in accordance with the provisions 
of General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 4, and to issue a note or notes therefore, payable 
within one year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given for a period of less 
than one year in accordance with General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 17.

. Additional Standards for Industrial Districts: In all Industrial districts,

(b) If a fencing treatment is selected, minimum requirements are a solid 
fence six (6) feet in height with twenty percent (20%) or more of the 
fence face planted with evergreens, such screening to be compatible with 
the character of the neighborhood. 

iii. Curbing: Where landscaped areas abut parking areas and/or driveways, the 
landscaped areas shall be protected from vehicular encroachment by curbs 
or berms. : 

iv. Maintenance: The owner of the property shall be responsible for the proper 
maintenance and replacement of all landscape materials. All fences shall be 
maintained in a safe condition. Planted screening shall be maintained and 
dead portions of any natural screening shall be promptly replaced. 

b. Where exterior lighting is installed on said lot, it shall be designed and 
installed so as to prevent glare or overspill from the light source onto 
adjacent property or into any public way.”

. Design Standards 


Any development of land within the watershed protection overlay district shall 
meet the following design standards in addition to all standards imposed by the 
underlying zoning district. Where a lot straddles the watershed protection overlay 
district boundary, these standards shall apply to that portion of the lot in the

atershed protection overlay district. 


a. Slopes which exceed an average of 15% over a distance of ten feet or more shall 


remain undisturbed; 


b. Where a lot is partially outside the watershed protection overlay district, the 


site plan shall, to the greatest extent possible, locate pollution sources, such as 
Subsurface sewage disposal systems, outside the district;

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c Vegetation on the lot shall be planted and located in such a way as to maximize 
groundwater recharge, absorb and filter runoff, and reduce erosion; 

d. All construction and land disturbing activities within the watershed protection 
overlay district shall be designed or sited to minimize erosion and runoff, by 
such practices as minimizing the construction period, slope stabilization, ditch 
maintenance, filtering, sedimentation basins, and revegetation. 

7. Procedure for Issuance of a Special Permit: 

a. Filing of the application: Eight (8) complete copies of the application for a 
Special Permit for land use within the watershed protection overlay district 
open be filed with the Planning Board on a form approved by the Planning 

b. Review of other boards and agencies: Before acting upon the application, the 
Planning Board shall submit it to the following boards and agencies which may 
review it jointly or separately: the Board of Health, the Conservation Commis- 
sion, the Department of Public Works, and other boards or agencies the Plan- 
ning Board may deem appropriate. Any such agency to which petitions are 
referred for review shall submit such recommendations as it deems appropriate 
to the Planning Board and the applicant. Failure to make recommendations 
within twenty (20) days of receipt shall be deemed lack of comment or opposi- 
tion. 

c. Further requirements for information: After the opportunity for review by other 
boards and agencies, the Planning Board may require the applicant to supply 
more specific information about the proposed development, as per questions 
and comments of the reviewing boards and agencies. Such additional informa- 
tion shall be submitted within ten (10) days after notice by the Planning Board. 

d. Criteria for Planning Board decision: The Board may grant a Special permit for 
land use within the watershed protection overlay district under Section VI.P.7 of 
this Bylaw only if it finds that the applicant has met the general requirements of 
Section VIII.C. of this bylaw and that the applicant has demonstrated the follow- 
ing: 

(1) that the plan will preserve and protect the surface and groundwater re- 
sources in the watershed protection overlay district for the health, safety, 
and welfare of the Town’s people; 

(2) that the plan will protect the community from the detrimental use and 
development of land and waters within the watershed protection overlay 
district; 

(3) that the design standards in Section VI.P.6 above have been met; 

The Planning Board shall impose any conditions and restrictions required to mit- 

igate any potential damage to surface and groundwater resources, and, in reach- 

ing its decision, will consider the simplicity, reliability, and effectiveness of these 
mitigating measures and the damage likely to result if these measures were to 
fail. 

If the Planning Board disagrees with the recommendations of the Conservation 

Commission or the Board of Health, the reasons shall be stated in writing. 

8. Limit of Authority 


This district does not limit the existing authority of the Conservation Commission 
pursuant to Section 40 of Chapter 131 of the General Laws.”’

“To supply affordable housing.” 

Loosigian argued that rents resulting 
from conversions in the area would not 
be affordable. 

Katz suggested that, if the board 
wanted affordable—i.e., low- and mid- 
dle-income—housing in the Multi-Family 
Zone, it should restrict rents to those des- 
ignations. 

“It’s private housing,” said Silver- 
man. ‘You can’t do that.” 

The vote to support the article was 
unanimous. 

The board also heard a presentation on 
the proposed Watershed Protection 
Overlay District by Fran Fink, a planner 
who had been hired to study the issue of 
land use in areas surrounding and drain- 
ing into the town’s water supplies. 

Chairman Dalton told Fink and Plan- 
ning Board members that he was ‘‘im- 
pressed—without a doubt, the protection 
of our drinking water is the most impor- 
tant issue before this town.” He noted, 


however, that Robert McQuade, head of 
thelocal Department of Public Works, 
had raised objections to a number of the 
items in the article. 

With one month to go until Town Meet- 
ing, said Dalton to McQuade, “I want to 
see a plan on the warrant that has the 
unanimous support of you and the Plan- 
ning Board.”’

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Wedding Style Determines, Outfits For Participants 


Once You've decided to tie the knot you’ll have to decide 
what type of wedding you want. Who or what decides if the 
wedding is to be formal, semiformal or informal? 

Those decisions are usually up to the bride and groom 
and are often determined by the choice of wedding clothes 
they will wear and the site of the ceremony. 

If the bride wears a long gown with a train, the ceremo- 
ny is definitely formal. If the bride elects to wear only a 
veil with her gown, the ceremony can be considered to be 
semi-formal. 

If the wedding is formal, what does the bridegroom 
wear? 

In the daytime, a cutaway coat and striped trousers. 
Howver, in some contemporary weddings the groom will 
wear a white tailcoat, but traditionalists hold out for the 
gray cutaway. 

For a contemporary evening formal ceremony, the 
groom may wear a black or white full dress (tailcoat) 
while the traditionalist will wear the classic white and 
tails. 

If the wedding is semi-formal, what does the bride- 
groom wear? 

For a traditional daytime wedding, a gray stroller with 
striped trousers. 

For a contemporary daytime wedding, a tuxedo of his 
choice or an updated stroller. 

For a traditional evening ceremony, a black tuxedo or a 
white dinner jacket. For a contemporary evening wed- 
ding, a tuxedo of his choice. 

What do the ushers wear? 

In a traditional ceremony, the same as the groom with 
the exception of the lapel flower which in the groom’s case 
should be a sprig of something from the bride’s bouquet. 

In a contemporary wedding, the ushers may dress ‘“‘a 
step down’’ from the groom. For example if the groom 
wears a tailcoat, the groomsmen may wear short coats. 

What do the fathers of the bride and groom wear? 

The same rules apply to the fathers as to the ushers. 

Does the groom give a present to the bride? 

As a rule, the gift of the wedding ring is considered to be 
sufficient. However, there is no rule against offering her a 
further token of devotion. 

Does the groom give a gift to any of the wedding mem- 
bers? 

Yes. Some small gift should be made to the ushers. 
Dress studs, cuff links, pocket jewelry or the like is appro- 
priate. Those gifts serve as momentos of the occasion.

At one time pearls were the exclusive privilege of the 
nobel and wealthy. Julius Caesar invaded Britain in order 
to obtain a treasure of pearls, according to the Roman 
historian, Suetonius.

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When calculating the price of a wedding, don’t overlook 
a small, but significant, cost—tipping. 

If tips have not been included into the overall cost of the 
wedding, the bride’s parents could find themselves scram- 
bling for cash on the wedding day. 

Of course, the less extravagant the wedding ceremony, 
the fewer the tips. 

Following is a list from ‘‘Your Complete Wedding Plan- 
ner’’ by Marjabelle Young Stewart (David McKay Com- 
pany, Inc.) of those who are tipped, the amount they 
receive and who pays them: 

¢ The caterer, hotel or club banquet manager and the 
bridal consultant receive 1 to 5 percent, but only if special 
services are offered. The reception host adds any special 
payment to the bill when it is payed. 

¢ All servers, including waiters, waitresses, bartenders 
and table captains, receive 15 percent, plus 1 to 5 percent 
for captains if their fee is not included in the total bill. The 
reception host or hostess adds gratuities to the bill when 
paying it. 

¢ Powder and coatroom attendants are tipped 50 cents 
per guest or a flat fee agreed on beforehand. The hosts 
add a flat fee to the bill when paying or tipping attendants 
immediately after the reception. 

The florist, photographer, baker and musicians receive 
one to 15 percent only if special services are performed. 
The limousine driver is tipped 15 percent. 

Civil ceremony officials such as judges, justices of the 
peace and city clerks are paid a flat fee, usually $10 is the 
minimum, but check first to see if the official is allowed to 
accept money. The bridegroom pays via the best man 
after the ceremony. 

¢ Clergy receive a donation based on the time they have 
spent and the size of the ceremony. The bridegroom pays 
through his best man. 

* Ceremony assistants such as altar participants and 
organists are paid from $5 to $25. The wedding host pays 
them directly after the wedding service. Check with cler- 
gy to see if the church cost covers the fee. 

¢ If the reception is in the church, ask the church secre- 
tary what custodians and kitchen help should be paid.

Wedding 
Bouguets Have 
Special Meaning 


Since ancient times when bunches of herbs were 
carried by brides under their veils, flowers have 
been an integral part of the wedding ceremony. 
The first bouquest were made of a mixture of 
chives, garlic and other strong herbs which 
warded off evil. 

Traditionally though, flowers were symbols of 
fertility, however many flowers also have signif- 
icances all their own. 

The rose is a symbol of love and beauty. The 
orchid of beauty and the carnation of distinction. 
The white daisy symbolizes innocence and the 
orange blossom, fertility and happiness. Blue 
violets symbolize faithfulness and the blue bell, 
constancy. 

Forget-me-nots mean true love, lily of the val- 
ley, happiness. The white lilac is a symbol of 
youthful innocence, red chrysanthemums of 
sharing and the gardenia of joy. Apple blossoms 
are a sign of better things to come. And Ivy 
stands for eternal fidelity and good luck. 

Experts suggest that you consult a florist at 
least one month in advance and decide on colors 
and price. Bring along a piece of material from 
the wedding gown and attendants’ gowns to 
match the flowers.
